AT BAIKONUR, the Soviet takeoff 


point halfway around the world where 


the sun bakes the desert' of Central., 
Asia at more than 110 degrees, Soviet, 
Soyuz spaceship-commander Alexei A. 
Leonov and crewmate Valerl Kubasdv 
studied their mission assignments in 
an alrconditfoned hotel for'- space 
crews.

• • The cosmonauts appeared on Soviet 
national television Monday night and 
Leonov told his countrymen,- "You 
can be sure the crew will do every- 
thing to fulfill fully the program of the 
flight."

The major goal of the mission is to 


demonstrate the capability of .Apollo 
and Soyuz link up in orbit for future 
space'rescues. But it also will pave 
the way for additional Russian-Ameri- 
' can projects in space when the U.S. 
moves into its Space Shuttle program 
near the end'of the decade.

shape," said Chester M. Lee, U.S.

The astronauts and cosmonauts last

Just 24 hours before the takeoff of 


Leonov, 41, a miner's son, painter, 
Russian Air Force colonel and the 
world's first spacewalker, and the

Kubasov, Soviet officials reported, 
"Pre-launch operations are proceed- 
ing strictly on schedule." 


THE COUNTDOWN also remained 


on schedule for the Cape Canaveral 
blastoff of Stafford, 44, Brand, 44, and

cosmonauts Thursday 136 miles, over 
Germany. When the Soyuz and Apollo 
have docked, Stafford and Leonov will 
float weightlessly toward one another 
in the tunnel connecting the craft for 
their symbolic handshake. 


Chief astronaut John Young said the 


U.S. crew could "watch the Soviet 
launch if they want to, but the plan is 
to show them a video tape after 
breakfast."

and Son Inc., developer of Strathmore 
Grove, sparked criticism from a Buf- 
falo Grove Park District official who 
sold the district docs not want another 
"detention sink hole." 


In o public hearing Monday night 


William J. Kiddle, Jr., vice president 
of tho park board, said Levitt should 
not shy away from previous provi- 
sions made In prior approval of the 
Stralhmorc Grove project In 1073. 


Levitt Is seeking rezonlng to build 


57 single family houses instead of 225 
apartments and condominium units, 
reducing density by 75 per cent. 


Kiddle told Levitt representative 


Harry Sleek that the park district still 
wants active recreation facilities sim- 
ilar to what was proposed two years 
ago on tho 3.4 acre donation. 


IF THE AREA Is to be kept as a 


water detention area the park district 
would like to sec a recreation center, 
tot lot, playground and hard courts 
for volleyball and basketball, Kiddle 
said. 


Kiddle added that if the developer 


drained the site a football field and a 
baseball diamond would be desirable. 


In either plan the park district will 


require a recreation center, land-

LEVITT PROPOSED to grade and 


seed the site as a nature area. The 
site described by the park district as 
a "swamp" and "draining ditch" has 
no recreational value, Kiddle said, un- 
less It is used as a nature area. 


"But this is not appropriate by Ar- 


lington Heights Road," he said. "The 
Buffalo Grove Park District is taking 
a cautious approach in accepting land 
donations because of unsuitable sites 
pffcrcd by developers," Kiddle said. 


"We cant have another sink hole 


like the one in Mill Creek," Kiddle 
said. "The village doesn't need it and 
neither does the park district." 


Trustee Clarice Rcch said she was 


dismayed someone from the park dis- 
trict did not attend the village plan 
commission public hearing last week 
on Strathmore Grove. 


Objections and suggestions by the 


purk district should have been voiced 
prior to the village board's hearing, 
sho said. "This is unfair to the plan 
commission," Rech said. Tho plan 
commission' In making a decision to 
recommend the project to the board 
considered comments made by other 
units of government such as school 
districts, she added. 


Kiddle said the park district often 


docs not receive notices of hearings 
and often receives information "sec- 
ond hand." This method of commu- 
nications, he added, does not allow 
tho park district to respond.

probo by tho Arlllngton Heights Environmental Control Commission 
and indications from a Rolling Meadows aldermen that the stadium 
idea Is not so bad after all. 


Tho latest developments: 
• Twenty tough questions about tho stadium's Impact on the lo- 


cal environment arc being asked by the Arlington Heights commis- 
sion responsible for environmental control. Among the'questions 
posed to stadium developers ore estimates of traffic congestion, the 
effect on air quality near the stadium, and side effects of the 
stadium such as flooding, noise and night lights. A public meeting 
on the environmental Impact of the stadium will be held July 31. 


• James Huddlcston, 1st Ward Alderman of the City of Rolling 


Meadows says he's not opposed to the stadium as much as he would 
bo to high-rise apartments. Huddleston said Monday he would ob- 
ject strongly to tho plan to put 2,750 residential units on racetrack 
property. 


• Agreement over construction of the stadium in Arlington 


Heights could include a provision that the large racetrack property 
disanncx from tho tiny Salt Creek Park District and annex Into the 
Arlington Heights Park District, said Arlington Heights Village 
Pros. James Ryan. Ryan said he Is not committing himself to the 
idea, but It could happen and he urged tho two park districts to sit 
down with tho village to "work this out." Salt Creek Park District 
derives about one-third of its revenue from the track property and 
opposes tho dlsannoxation.

Kindergarten enrollment will drop about 45 per cent by the 
1079-1080 school year, a survey of 15 of the district's 16 schools 
shows. Tho school district can expect a drop of about 8 per cent in 
kindergarten students each year until the turn of the decode. 


Centel strike talks fail 


Negotiations in the two-week old strike of some 000 Central Tele- 


phone Co. employes broke down Monday. A union spokesman said 
at least 27 Issues remain unresolved, Including a 20 per cent pay 
hlko, pension benefits and holidays. Meanwhile, about 1,000 custom- 
ers of Ccntol In DCS Plalncs and Park Ridge were without tele- 
phone service after company cables were cut at two locations. 


Skokie cops back on job 


In suburban Skokie, all but one village policeman returned to 


work In full uniform Monday, ending a 10-day work stoppage by 
policemen. Hearings before the village's fire and police commission 
were held for 47 officers, most of whom pleaded "no contest" to 
charges of improper dress and Insubordination. They were sus- 
pended from the force without pay until sentencing, which could 
Include firing or an additional 30-day suspension from duty. The 
Combined Counties Police Assn. called an end to the work action 
Sunday hoping tho move would gain sympathy from village offi- 
cials, but no contract settlement has been reached. 


Tax-overpayment refund bill law 


A bill enabling real estate taxpayers 


to secure refunds of overpayments in 
taxes without legal .expenses, spon- 
sored by Rep. Eugene P. Schllckman, 
R-Arllngton Heights, has been enacted 
Into law. 


Gov. Daniel Walker Friday signed 


I ho bill which requires the taxpayer 
only to apply to tho county treasurer, 


without any judicial process. 


"Inadvertently, many taxpayers 


pay a real estate tax Installment 
twice, or the first installment, an esti- 
mate, may exceed the 'total tax bill 
for tho year," Schllckman said. Under 
previous law, the,taxpayer was re- 
quired to flic suit 'against the county 
and obtain a court order for the re- 
funds to which they were entitled. '

Sacred Heart principal 
welcomes new challenge

Sister Jane Frances DuCharme is 


taking the reins of Sacred Heart of 
Mary High School during a time when 
enrollment Is down, finances are tight 
and the future of the school presents a 
definite challenge. 


Yet she smiles when she walks from 


her office and surveys her school. 
"I'd rather live with this set of prob- 
lems than somo of the others I've 
come'up against," she said. 


Sister Jane was appointed principal 


of the Rolling Meadows school for 
girls in '.May by .the Catholic Arch- 
diocesan School Board of Chicago. She 
officially assumed her post as princi- 
pal and chief executive officer of the 
school July 1. 


Challenge is nothing new to the 


small, energetic woman. As principal 
of a coed high school in Sault Ste. 
Marie, Mich., she worked with teach- 
ers and the school board to design and 
build a new school "on less than a 
shoestring" after her high school was 
closed by a fire marshal. 


HER MOST recent position was in 


the inner city of Chicago where she 
worked as part of a five-person ad- 
ministrative team charged with com- 
bining two South Side high schools 
"and convince the students that it was 
neither school.but a new school. We 
were supposed to do it compatibly and 
amicably."' 


"I've always started from a founda- 


tion that we've never had a lot of 
money to use," Sister Jano said. "I 
believe the riches lie in the talents, 
not only of the staff but of the stu-' 
dents." 


She brings that philosophy to Sa- 


cred Heart'where she te spending her 
time meeting and staff "and listening 
very carefully to their ideas and sug- 
gestions/ 


"I see myself as an orchestrator — 


an instigator sometimes but more of- 
ten an orchestrator," she said. 
"People have ideas and first I like to 


tap those ideas and encourage them. 
They're the ones who are going to 
have to administer them anyhow. The 
best way to have someone perform is 
to have them doing something they've 
worked on, something their heart tells 
them is a good thing." 


AFTER CONSIDERING a number 


of other posts Sister Jane chose Sa- 
cred Heart because, "It had that cer- 
tain something that made me' feel I 
could fit well here." She believes in 
the "human, community-oriented" 
type of education that has become a 
trademark of the school. 
'''I believe in keeping education hu- 
man and therefore dynamic," she 
said. '"By human I mean recognizing 
that you're intelligent, feeling, hopeful 
and forward looking. By dynamic I 
mean things are constantly changing 
— they're not static. 


"When I talk human — that's our 


style," she said referring to the reli- 
gious life of which she is a part. 
"That's the edge we have in Catholic 
education. That human attitude is 
something you should find in most 
Catholic schools. We work at that in 
our daily lives and it should spill over 
into our work. If our schools don't re- 
flect that we're selling ourselves 
short. 


"A truly innovative school is one 


that is honestly people centered," she 
said. "A modular schedule is not as 
innovative as one that 
involves 


people." 


SISTER JANE said she also be- 


lieves that a Catholic school should be 
different from public schools by re- 
flecting the values, principles and 
faith of the church. 


"The faith is the glue that per- 


meates everything. But that doesn't 
mean you go around proselytizing or 
teaching religion all day," she said. 
"People should expect to have values 
presented here. Not that they're pre- 
sented like the Ten Commandments 
but that they are here for you to look 


at — now make up your own mind. 


"Unless the services provided by 


the Catholic school are such that 
there is a difference from other 
schools you're just repeating a ser- 
' vice," Sister Jane said. "The day we 
stop being different I see no reason 
for us to exist."

Legislation to provide an additional 


$7.2 million for suburban school dis- 
tricts will be Introduced in the fall 
session of the Illinois General Assem- 
bly by Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokle. 


The bill would base, the formula for 


.state aid to schools on average daily 
attendance 'over the past three years, 
to provide relief for schools with de- 
clining attendance but stlll-rlslhg costs 
State aid now Is formulated on the av- 
erage daily attendance the previous 
year. 
' 


Jaffe said his bill would provide $14 


million more to Downstate school dis- 
tricts, and $7.8 million for Chicago, 
schools. 


Jaffe'said that both Rep. J. Glenn 


Schneider, D-Napervllle, chairman of 
the House Education Committee, and 
Rep. Ben Polk, R-Mollne, minority 
spokesman on the committee, have 
said the bill will be approved as a 
"committee bill," thus exempting It 
from deadlines. 


GOV. DANIEL WALKER, who has 


indicated he will call a special session 
on education in October, told Jaffe 
last week that he would examine the 
proposafclosely. 


Walker has already said he would 


approve a plan to commit at least $20 
million to elementary and secondary 
education. The Jaffe proposal would 
cost $29 million. 
•> 


"This action is particularly signifi- 


cant to our suburban school districts," 
said Jaffe. "There is hardly a school 
in the 4th Legislative District that is 
not experiencing a declining enroll- 
ment of students, and abruptly declin- 
ing state funds will play havoc with 
the ability of our communities to meet 
even short range financial obligations. 


"Funding based on a three-year en- 


rollment period will'afford our schools 
a reasonable opportunity to use these 
added funds while they make neces- 
sary future adjustments in their budg- 
ets." 


Jaffe said a schedule of public hear- 


ings on the legislative proposal will be 
announced soon.

Checks wore made on the machine's 
complex of systems and Instruments 
prior to the nine-hour, 48-mlnuto hold 
that started at 8 p.m. 


On tho beach at tho capo, thousands

said Leslie Smith, the daughter of a 
former spaco industry worker.

them all "since Von Braun and those 
boys launched that first V-2." 


"When (hero's a man In there, ev- 


erybody's holding their breath and 
praying," said Rlnkey Gelgcr, 47, for- 
mer postmaster of nearby Cocoa who 
retired from the Postal Service three 
years ago after 20 years. "It pulls at 
your religion and-your heart strings, 
too.

"I've never missed one and it's still 


something to see."

Those were typical of the disparate 


views among the bird-watchers who 
some police agencies were predicting 
would number up to one million by 
launch time Tuesday afternoon. • 


Gary Autry, owner of a beachsldo 


snack bar, said, however, "It's not 
llkn tho good old days four or five 
years ago when everybody had three 
Corvettes and was making $25,000 a 
year. 


"Tho rain and the newspapers have 


scared all the people off. I've beeen so 
depressed I'va been drunk for two 
days." 


"It's something to see when It goes 


up," said the veteran rocket-watcher. 
"You see what you've accomplished.

Thunder and lightning storms have 


battered the launch site for over a

For America, the $245 million ren- 


dezvous mission marks the end of an 
era of manned spacefllght which be- 
gan with tho May 5, 1961, Mercury 
flight of Alan B. Shepard and carried 
through Nell Armstrong's 1969 first 
step onto the moon to the Skylab mis- 
sions. 


No more manned flights are 


planned until 1979 and the first flights 
of Space Shuttle, an orbital glider 
which can carry as many as seven 
men into space, bring them back, and 
be used again and agon.

Panel turns down aerosol spray ban 


The Consumer Product Safety Commission said Monday it has 


turned down a petition for a ban on aerosol sprays which critics 
contend may be destroying portions of the earth's atmosphere. The 
agency said It took the action because it felt there was not enough 
Information available at present to warrant such a move, 
fluorocarbon gases because of reports that such gases are destroy- 


Tho petition was filed last fall by the Natural Resources Defense 


Council. It asked for a ban on all aerosol products which contain 
ing tho ozono layer which filters out harmful rays from the sun.

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger warned the developing 


notions Monday they may "inherit an empty shell" if they persist 
In trying to use the United Nations'for their own selfish ends. In a 
sharply worded major policy speech, prepared for a dinner of the 
Institute of World Affairs at the University of Wisconsin, Kissinger 
said: "Ideological confrontation, bloc voting, and new attempts to 
manipulate the charter to achieve unilateral ends, threaten to turn 
the United Nations into a weapon of political warfare rather than a 
healer of political conflict and a promoter of human welfare."

to avoid going to Congress," he said. 
In 1970 the railroads and the clerks' 
union were unable to reach agreement 
and Congress finally legislated a set- 
tlement three hours after a strike be- 
gan. 


Usery met with reporters before be- 


ginning shuttle diplomacy between the 
brotherhood of Railway and Airline 
Clerks' and the National Railway La- 
bor Conference, bargaining agent of

He said a rail strike would hit ma- 


jor industries, particularly autos and 
steel, with "very, very- serious re- 
sults."

Ford offers oil price control plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford Monday proposed a compromise 
oil price control plan which would 
drive up the price of gasoline about 
seven cents a gallon by 1978 — "a 
small price to pay" for independence 
from foreign producers. 


The Senate countered by opening 


debate on a bill to extend present oil 
price controls and allocations for six 
months beyond their Aug. 31 ex- 
piration date. Ford warned he might 
veto such an extension and called his 
own plan a "reasonable com- 
promise." • 


The plan envisions the price of pet- 


roleum products would rise an aver- 
age of one per cent per gallon by the 
end of 1975, another three cents in 
1976, and a final three cents In 1977. 


"There is no cost-free way-to re- 


duce our dependence on increasingly 
expensive foreign oil," Ford said. " .. 
. This is a small price to pay for our 
independence from costly whim of for- 
eign suppliers." 


The complex proposal in effect 


would put an overall ceiling of $13.50 
a barrel on all domestically produced 
oil. The price of "old" oil, that pro- 
duced by American wells before 1973 
and accounting for some 60 per cent 
of production, currently Is pegged at 
$5.25 a barrel, while the average price 
of "new" oil is uncontrolled and aver- 
ages about $13 a barrel. 


The President's proposal would let 


"new" oil rise to $13.50 immediately, 
and allow "old" oil to move up to that 
price by stages in the next 30 months. 


At the White House, Federal Energy 


Administrator Frank Zarb hinted to 


reporters that Ford might be willing 
to negotiate on the time frame for de- 
control and for the "cap" of $13.50 
that he was recommending for new 
oil. 


Zarb also sold the plan was open- 


ended, depending on Market condi- 
tions in January, 1978, but "at the mo- 
ment we are shooting for return of a 
complete non-control situation" by 
that date. 


. Although the proposal was made 
public Monday, it will not go to Con- 
gress until the middle of the week, 
presumably to give the administration 
time to build up support. Once the 
message officially goes to Capitol Hill, 
Congress has five legislative days to 
pass a resolution of disapproval. Oth- 
erwise the plan will go into effect 
automatically.

Jackson as one of the board's seven 
governors. The last President to enter 
the board's headquarters was Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt.

cinct In the state has been abolished. 


A new law,'sponsored by Sen. David 


Regner, R-Mount Prospect, requiring' 
only that the notices be published in 
newspapers, has been signed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker. 


Regner estimated the law wjll save 


approximately $200,000 in printing 
costs in every election i'not to men- 
tion the cost of necessary labor to 
hang the sips." 


He said the bill also will remove the 


eyesores of notices posted on tele- 
phone poles and other public places.

Walker vetoes 5 tax-reliei bills, saves -$46 million 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - Gov. 


Daniel Walker has vetoed five tax-re- 
lief bills and two other measures 
which together would have cost the 
state $46 million, a year if they had 
become law. 


Three of the vetoes, announced Sun- 


day, killed proposals which would 
have Increased inheritance tax ex- 
emptions. 


One, sponsored by Rep. Dwight 


Frcldrlch, R-Centralla, would have in- 
creased from $20,000 to $40,000 tho 
amount a surviving spouse could in- 
herit without owing state tax. It would 
have provided as much as $4 million a 
year in tax relief, according to staff 
estimates. 


The other Inheritance tax bills, 


sponsored by Sen. John Knuppel. 
D-Virglnia, and Rep. James Londri- 
gan, D-Sprlngfleld, applied to other 
surviving relatives as well as spouses. 
Either of those measures would have 
saved taxpayers about $10 million an- 
nually. 


ANOTHER VETOED bill would 


have permitted individual state in- 
come taxpayers to take tax credit for 
100 per cent of their long-term capital 
losses. The state's tax forms currently 
are tied to the federal tax form in 
such a way that only 50 per cent of 
such losses Is counted, up to a max- 
imum of $1,000. The bill was spon- 
sored by Rep. 
John Porter, 


R-Evanston, and would have provided 
about $2 million in tax relief. 


The fifth tax-cut measure would 


have freed Illinois-based business 
from double taxation- on certain in- 
come earned by their subsidiaries in 
foreign countries. The bill was spon- 
sored by Reps. Paul Randolph, 
R-Chicago, and Sam Maragos, D-Chi- 
cago, and would have saved business 
as much as $15 million a year. 


Local governments lost by the other 


two vetoes. One killed a bill which 
would have permitted counties to re- 
tain 10 per cent of Inheritance tax col- 
lections, rather than the 4 per cent 
they now keep. The other would have 
permitted the use of special federal 
census data for computation of the 
amount of state revenue sharing due 
to each local government. A staff 
analysis said that measure would be 
"more equitable generally."

important in controlling cholesterol 
and blood fats (triglycerldes).

In 
general, I don't believe in using pills 
in plnco of correcting faulty living 
habits, but when the living habits 
have been corrected and the basic 
problem Is not corrected then you 
need to use other measures. 


Your doctor was justified in trying 


to see how you would get along on 
diet management. Many people who 
have high cholesterol and normal 
triglyceridea (fats) will still have high 
cholesterol and normal triglycerldes 
(fats) will still have high cholesterol 
levels in spite of a good diet as you 
describe. These are the people who 


need medicine in addition to the dieta- 
ry program — not In place of it. 


These people often have a fairly 


definite familial incidence of high cho- 
lesterol levels. The tendency is inher- 
ited, and the level stays too high, in 
spite of diet and exorcise. They re- 
spond differently from people who 
have high cholesterol' and high blood 
fats from moderate or more> than 
•moderate obesity and who have high 
levels from their dietary habits and 
lack of activity. 


Atromld-S Is, a good medicine. It 


can be used safely by most people. It 
can cause some digestive upsets In 
some people and like nearly all medi- 
cines it can cause some side effects, 
but these are really fairly uncommon 
and not serious. It should not be used 
by women during pregnancy, but you 
don't need to worry about that. 


It should not be used in women with 


certain types of liver .disease that 
1 cause high cholesterol levels, but that 
is not your problem, either, since your 
level went down nicely while taking 
the medicine.

Horse drawn surreys, grouped near 


the fountain in Rawson Square, offer 
leisurely sightseeing trips along flow- 
er-bordered streets and historic by- 
ways'of the old colonial town. 


Adjacent to Rawson Square is Bay 


Street, the Fifth Avenue of Nassau. 
Here a wonderland of stores offer bar- 
gain -values on goods from Europe 
and Asia including cameras, china, 
crystal, fabrics, jewelry, silver, per- 
fume, clocks and watches. 


NOT FAR from the wharf are three 


forts built during the 1700s. Fort Char- 
lotte, the largest of the thiee, sits 
above a knoll .above West Bay Street.

Fort Charlotte, complete with moat, 
dungeons and an open battlement, is 
also the sight of the Sound and Light 
Show.

.For If your current policies do not 
provide protection against loss of per- 
sonal belongings while traveling in the 
United States or abroad, short-term 
coverage can be arranged. 


"It happens every day — a suitcase 


somehow gets lost, baggago is dam- 
aged; you don't need to bo a Marco 
Polo to know that," said 0. D. Oil- 
phant, executive vlco president of 
Fireman's Fund American Insurance 
Companies. 


"What you need to know is whether 


or not you have enough insurance to 
cover the potential losses — the value 
of the property taken on tho trip, plus

All claims for lost or damaged lug- 


gege should be made promptly to the 
insurance or travel agent who sold* the 
policy. Thefts should be reported to lo- 
cal police authorities. 


If tho loss or damage took place 


during a flight, notify airlines person- 
nel and fill out a report form before 
leaving the airport. Do not surrender 
your ticket receipt or baggage check 
until your claim has been settled sat- 
isfactorily. 


In filling out the airline report of 


loss, you will be asked to describe not 
only the luggage but its contents, list- 
ing each item with the date of pur- 
chase, original cost and estimated 
value when lost. 


So here are some helpful sugges- 


tions: 


• Itemize all personal belongings, 


and other property taken on the trip. 
Take one copy with you and leave a 
second, at homei 


• Keep a record of all articles pur- 


chased during the trip and save the 
sales receipts. They will also come in 
handy when clearing Customs at 
home. 


• Make a list of all expensive 


items, such as cameras, radios and 
tape recorders, by model and serial 
numbers, with dates purchased. 


• Do not carry cash or securities in 


your check-in luggage. They are not 
covered under trip accident 01* bag- 
gage insurance policies and the stan- 
dard Homeowner policy 
generally 


provides only $100 in coverage for 
cash losses. 


• Leave the family jewels at home 


unless you have been invited to the 
president's ball or a royal banquet.

Budget cuts 
need review 


Faced with a state financial 


crisis, Gov. Daniel Walker has 
begun to cut back on planned 
funding for various functions 
and agencies of the state, and 
that has set off howls of protest 
from educators. 


We think it would be unwise, 


and unfair, for tho governor to 
exclude the education budget 
from his cutbacks. And it should 
be pointed out that even with the 
budget reductions Walkct 
is 


making, the state will be spend- 
ing more on education in the 
coming year than it did in the 
past year. 


That said, we hasten to point 


out that the means by which 
Walker has cut education spend- 
ing appear to be inequitable to 
school districts around the state. 


The governor cut the general 


school aid formula by 4.9 per 
cent and other state education 
programs by much larger per- 
centages. It is clear these cuts 
will work hardships on many dis- 
tricts that have planned budgets 
based on the rather reasonable 
expectation they would receive 
the full amount of money called 
for in the state's "resource 
equalizer" school aid formula. 


Particularly troubling is that 


Walker seems determined to 
deny such districts the chance to 
make up this fund shortage 
through greater reliance on 
property taxes. The governor 


DANIEL WALKER 


vetoed a bill which would have 
altered the school aid formula to 
allow districts to supplement the 
diminished state funding with 
property taxes. 


It is true, as the governor 


pointed out, that provisions of 
the bill would, have allowed 
some districts, especially Down- 
state unit districts, to increase 
taxes. However, the chief effect 
in the Northwest suburbs would 
have been to allow local districts 
to continue using the tax rate 
which already has been ap- 
proved by voters. 


The governor's call for legisla- 


tion to guarantee that no school 
d i s t r i c t would receive less 
school aid money than last year 
would also result in inequities. 
Walker was correct when he 
said some districts would have 
lost money even if he had ap- 
proved the entire education 
budget. Those losses would have 
fallen most heavily on districts 
which are simultaneously losing 
enrollment while increasing in 
the amount of property tax they 
can collect — districts, in short, 
which are getting richer. 


The state's school aid formula 


was designed to equalize funding 
for education across the state; 
Walker's proposal to keep school 
districts with declining enroll- 
ments from losing money would 
sabotage the state aid formula. 


Districts with declining enroll- 


ments have unique budget prob- 
lems which the state should cer- 
tainly consider in any revision of 
the state aid formula. However, 
by calling for legislation to guar- 
antee districts the same revenue 
even while they are losing up to 
25 per cent of their enrollment, 
the governor would remove any 
incentive such districts have to 
increase efficiency as they lose 
students. 


We hope when the General As- 


sembly convenes this fall its 
members will find ways to make 
necessary cuts in education 
spending that at the same time 
arc fully equitable. 


Postal 'progress' 
faces Long Grove

With all these proposals in hand, 
village officials are going 'to 
send out a questionnaire to see 
how willing the citizens of Long 
Grove are to move into the 20th 
Century.

dents. After all, isn't it time that 
they were subjected to the same 
kind of inefficient, Impersonal 
and time-wasting service which 
all too frequently characterizes 
the efforts of the Postal Service?

ten away,with it. On the 200th anni- 


versary of the birth of our nation, 
Paddock would do well to urge its 
readers to write to their representa- 
tives in government and insist that no 
government group shall be allowed to 
exceed their authority. If we allow 
any group to play god over us, then 
we will surely lose every freedom 
guaranteed to us by the Bill of 
Rights, including life 
and liberty 


when we too may someday become 
a burden on society due to our age. 


It appears that the Illinois General 


Assembly is finally getting the mes- 
sage from those people who somehow 
must feel that we are offending God if 
we do not speak out against a carnage 
that would have shamed even Hitler.

THE 'STATE AID formula for com- 


munity colleges provides each college 
a payment for each credit hour taken 
by a student. The Illinois General As- 
sembly hod voted to increase the 
reimbursement per credit hour from 
$19.20 to $21.70 and had also voted in- 
creased appropriations to cover an- 
ticipated Increases in enrollment. 


Officials In the governor's office 


said Walker did not reduce the credit- 
hour payment of $21.70, but merely 
reduced the over-all appropriation, 
leaving open the possibility that col- 
leges might receive the full amount 
they are entitled to if enrollments drop 
below expectations. 


Oakton Pres. tyilliam Koehnline 


said, however, it is unlikely that en- 
r o l l m e n t s will drop below ex- 
pectations because the enrollment 
projections used to figure out the $87.3 
million appropriation were lower than 
those anticipated by most local col- 
leges. . 


He said, "We were anticipating that 


with full funding (of $67.3 million) we 
would have a deficiency in the spring 


of 1976 because of increases in enroll- 
ment," he said. "This'indicates we 
will have real problems, in the sum- 
mer of 1976."

OFFICIALS IN THE governor's of- 


fice said that even with the budget 
cuts, which put the budget below the 
amount-requested by Walker In 
March, the budget for higher educa- 
tion' will still be increased over last 
year. The budget for'community col- 


leges specifically will be up 13 per 
cent from last year. 


The other major cuts announced 


during the weekend by Walker re- 
duced the budget of the department of 
children and family services to $104 
million from the'$114.9 million ap- 
proved by the legislature. The depart- 
ment of mental health was cut to 
$345.8 million from the $360.8 million 
approved by the legislature. 


In a weekend press conference 


Walker said State School Supt. Joseph 
Cronin and others who have criticized 
his budget cuts should "tell us where 
the money will come from and not 
just be crybabies about the fact they 
are going to have to swallow some bit- 
ter medicine." 


The legislature will have a chance 


to override the governor's budget 
vetoes in the fall.

It's tricky 
to launder 
fiberglass 


Dear Dorothy: I face my first expe- 


rience with having to wash fiberglass • 
curtains and, naturally, have a few 
misgivings. What precautions do I 
have to take? My curtains are white 
with gold flowers and leaves — or, at 
least, they were white until they got 
dingy.—Mrs. D. Holmes. 


For a while, fiberglass curtains 


were the "rage," partly because they 
never wear out, are fireproof when 
not adorned with fiber trim and hold 
their colors beautifully. The one head- 
ache has been in the washing. No 
matter how carefully they are han- 
dled, tiny fragments chip off and you 
can see how dealing with a sand-like 
residue that's glass can turn many 
people off. 


Generally, a presoak is recommend- 


ed in a sodium perborate solution. 
I've had scores of perplexed letters 
asking where one finds sodium per- 
borate. The chief manufacturer of it 
changed the description on the box. It 
now reads "gentle oxygen bleach." 
Once this presoak is done, wash the 
curtains in a mild, lukewarm deter- 
gent solution in the bathtub (or large 
laundry tub), swishing them around 
gently. Rinse just as carefully and 
hang over a rust-proof rod (the show- 
er curtain rod works fine). ' 


While the curtains are stll damp ad- 


just the pleats and smooth the hems 
and sides. Through all this, wear rub- 
ber gloves to save yourself the annoy- 
ance of the tiny glass fragments and 
rinse the tub thoroughly when through 
— and thoroughly is the precise word.

LIKE? 


The chocolate tree b a native of 


Central America, and Columbus sent 
samples of Its beans back to Spain. 
However, at the time, nobody back 
homo was Interested. Apparently Co- 
lumbus neglected to include the roc- 
Ipe. And without this basic informa- 
tion, nobody dreamed it possible to 
make delicious chocolate from those 
bitter little beans. 


The Mayans of Central America In- 


vented the original name for choco- 
late, which meant warm beverage. 
Their so-called chocolate tree which 
produces the beans was named the 
cacao tree, meaning bluer juice. 
Much later, the people of Europe 
changed cacao to cocoa, perhaps 
through a typographical error. 


The tree could pass as a handsome 


ornamental evergreen, 25 to 40 feet 
tall. Its large oval leaves are green 
above and red below. Throughout the 
year, clusters of tiny flowers sprout

from its trunk and branches. Mean- 
time, older blossoms have faded and* 
are developing fruiting pods, some- 
what like red, yellow or green cucum- 
bers. There are always ripe pods to 
be harvested. 


Plantation trees are ready for har- 


vesting after about 10 years and con- 
tinue to bear worthwhile crops for an- 
other 70 years or so. Sharp knives and 
long poles are used to chop the stubby 
12-inch pods from the trunks and 
branches. The pods have leathery 
rinds about half on Inch thick. They 
are stuffed with sticky pink pulp, 
which has a rather sweet flavor. 


About 30 to SO beans are packed in 


the middle, arranged tightly in neat 
rows. They are about the size of small 
lima beans and shaped like almonds. 
Their color may be purple or pasty 
white, and they have a horribly bitter 
flavor. At this stage, the cacao beans 
in no way resemble delicious choco- 
late brown. 


Before this miraculous transforma- 


tion can occur, they must be pro- 
cessed — partly at the plantation and 
partly at a chocolate-making factory. 
The harvested pods are chopped open, 


the pulp and beans scooped out and 
piled up to ferment for a week or so. 
This makes it easier to remove the 
pulp and also starts chemical im- 
provements in the beans. Roasting re- 
moves moisture, and the beans turn 
brown. They now ore ready to be 
sacked and sent to chocolate factories 
for further processing. 


The little^ brown beans are crushed 


to remove their husks and rolled to 
squeeze out thick brown fluid called 
chocolate liquor. This is the basic In- 
gredient for making 50 or so different 
chocolate products.' However, sugar 
and vanilla and other Ingredients 
must be added to change its bitter- 
ness Into the delicious flavor of choco- 
late.

In tho language of bids, North's two 


notrump call is either an absolute, 
one-round force or a strong Invitation 
for South to bid again. 


It is a bid of less than game. 
South's three-diamond call conveys 


tho message, "I don't have tho num- 
ber of high-card points I should have 
for my Initial two-diamond response, 
nor do I have a running diamond suit. 
If you want to bid three notrump do 
so at your own risk." 


Change North's hand so that his 


spades are headed by queenjack and 
his jack of diamonds is the ace. He 
has the same distribution and the 
some 14 highcard points but he would 
know that his ace of diamonds may be 
tho'key to six or seven diamond 
tricks. Ho should bid three notrump. 


As- It is North realties that dia- 


monds are not going to run. While 
South may hold something in one of 


the unbid suits it Is almost certain 
that he does not hold strength in both, 
so North passes. 


Against a heart lead North would go 


down one trick at three notrump. He 
might bring it in against some other 
lead, but you expect your opponents 
to defend well and North and South 
should be happy when South brings 
his diamond part-score home.

House OKs $13 billion bill

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House 


Monday approved a $13 billion appro- 
priation bill for agriculture programs, 
including food stamps, after defeating 
a move to ban federal aid for Russian 
or Arab grain purchases. 


In another action the House narrow- 


ly voted to continue a $3 million tax- 
payer grant to a private cotton pro- 
motion and research group — but only 
on condition that it slash the $121,275 
salary and extensive fringe benefits 
paid to its president. 


The ban on any federal subsidy of 


potential grain sales to Russia and 
Arab nations was proposed, by Reps. 
Clarence Long, D-Md., and James 
Weaver, D-Ore., and defeated by 
voice vote. It would not have blocked 
such sales but would have prohibited 


Remove oil price lid: Gulf 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) — Gulf Oil 


Corp. said Monday it supported the 
"complete removal of all price con- 
trols" on domestic oil and also called 
for elimination of the tariff on foreign 
oil products. 


"President Ford's proposal is a way 


of achieving decontrol on crude oil 
while limiting the impact on the con- 
sumer by phasing it in over time," 
Gulf said. 


"However, we believe immediate 


decontrol coupled with elimination of 
the tariff, in addition to the proposed 
rebate to consumers, would minimize 
the inflationary impact of higher fuel 
costs and better serve the national in- 
terest." 


Gulf said decontrol of oil prices 


would generate money needed tor oil 
exploration and increased production 
from existing oil fields, which in turn 
would give the United States more 
energy independence. 


U.S. loans or credits to help the sales. 


THE HOUSE ALSO rejected a move 


to cut off any food assistance to India 
until "that nation restores civil liber- 
ties to its people," an amendment of- 
fered by Reps. John Ashbrook, 
R-Ohio, and Philip Crane, R-I1I. 


The single largest item in the ap- 


propriation was $4.4 billion for food 
stamps through next January, when 
an estimated $3.5 billion additional 
will be needed to carry it through to 
the beginning of the next fiscal year 
in October. 


Another $4 billion in the bill was for 


basic farm programs, including ad- 
ministration, which provide subsidies 
to producers of various crops and for 
the 'department's so-called. "produc- 
tion, processing and marketing" pro- 
grams. 


The remainder of the money was 


for such programs as Food for Peace, 
foreign market development and the 
Commodities Futures Trading Corpo- 
ration. 


THE COTTON ISSUE centered on a 


$3 million subsidy for Cotton Inc., a 
private organization that promotes 
the sale of cotton and cotton products 
at home and abroad. The subsidy 
would be permitted only if the firm 
limits the pay of any one employe to 
not more than $60,000 a year, which is 
the salary of the secretary of agricul- 
ture. 


Last December, Cotton directors 


gave the organization's president, J. 


Dukes Wooters, a new three-year con- 
tract raising his salary from $100,000 
to $121,275 and lucrative fringe bene- 
fits. 


Rep. Silvio 0. Contc, R-Mass., an- 


nouncing he was "outraged" by the 
"lavish" provisions, sought to elimi- 
nate the $3 million federal payment 
outright. But responding to appeals 
from senior leaders the House voted 
199-196 to preserve the payment if Cot- 
ton Inc. — which gets most of its 
money from voluntary fanner levies 
— arranges to cut its president's sala- 
ry to no more than $60,000, the pay of 
the agriculture secretary.

A proposed training program for 


dental assistants has been deferred by 
the High School Dlst. 214 Board of 
Education until the program is re- 
viewed by stete officials and the local 
dental association.

A year ago Diane was selected as Prospect's American Field 


Service student and spent lost summer in Brazil. During her stay in 
South America she discovered a knack for the language and was 
planning that as a major at Indiana University this fall. 


A pretty girl, she was nominated last fall as Prospect's home* 


coming queen. She was a calendar girl. She served as a volunteer 
through her church at Christopher Settlement House in Chicago, 
working with children.

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Fireman can take heat 
and stay in the kitchen

Joo Gardner III could bo described 


by some as a Bohemian galloping 
gourmet. 


Gardner is one of three cooks at the 


Elk Grove Village firo station head- 
quarters, and his specialty Is Bohe- 
mian food ... when no's not galloping 
off to answer a tiro call. 


Gardner has been the self-appointed 


cook for fellow firemen off and'on for 
the past 12 years. The men chip in 
each day for groceries and take turns 
doing the cooking and cleanup work in 
the fire station kitchen.' 


GARDNER AND the rest of the 


cooks take their share of kidding for 
their kitchen tasks from the rest of 
tho firemen. In typical flrehouse hu- 
mor, they refer to Gardner's "honey- 
moon salad" which is simply "Icttuco 
alone." Get It? 


And tho story about'tho slippery 


dumpling probably will go down in 
flro station history. Gardner was fuss- 
Ing over his yeast dumplings one day, 
trying to get them to rise. 


"I told 'cm to shup up cause I was 


cookin'dumplings but one guy 
slammed Uio door," Gardner com- 
plained. The dumpling fell and when 
Gardner tried to slice it, it slipped off 
tho cutting board, into tho sink and 
back out onto tho counter. 


"One guy fell on tho floor laughing. 


I thought ho was having a heart at- 
tack," Gardner said. 


LT. HERMAN MARQUARD comes 


to Gardner's aid when he's taking tho 
heat in tho kitchen by putting tho oth- 
er firemen and their appetites In 
place. 


"They got a reputation hero," ho 


says with a smllo. "You step on their 
toe and their mouth opens." 


Flrefighting docs tend to work up 


on appetite. To feed eight to 10 men 
takes two heads of Icttuco, flvo 
pounds of potatoes, seven pounds of 
meat, a gallon of milk, two loaves of 
broad and two and a half quarts of 
lemonade. It's not unusual for tho 
cook to spend between four and five 
hours making dinner. 


"You're cooking for eight to 10 


people every day. You can't whip that 
up In 20 minutes," said Ron Tcrnbcrg, 
ono of the other cooks. 


GARDNER AGREES. It's not liko 


cooking for a family, ho said, because 
adults have different tastes. At homo 
tho wife cooks to suit herself and nor 
husband and tho kids have to cat 
what's on their plates. At tho fire sta- 
tion, Gardner says ho cooks for "eight 
big, crabby kids" and hoars about it 
all day long. 


Gardner says he cooks at home

A typical dinner menu for eight 


The firemen get recipes from each 


other, from their wives and from 
cookbooks. Although each man has his 
favorites, a typical dinner menu for 
eight could look something like this: 


Pot Roast 


Wrap tight In aluminum foil: a six- 


pound roundbone pot roast, a 15 oz. 
can of tomato sauce, two packages 
dry garlic dressing and two grated 
carrots. 


Cook: at 250 degrees for four hours. 


Remove juice and add cornstarch to 
thicken. ,, 
, , 


Serve: over wide noodles. 


Potato Pancakes 


Grate fine and drain: five pounds 


red potatoes, five medium onions, five 
garlic cloves. 


Add: 3 to 5 eggs and flour until 


paste. 


Fry: In oil enough to cover one-half 


cake. 


Flrchouse Vegetables 


Mix: two cans cream of mushroom 


soup (made with milk), two cans cut 
green beans (French style), two cans 
dried french fried onions. 


Bake: at 350 degrees for about half 


an hour. 


German Apple Cake 


Beat until foamy: three eggs and 


one cup salad oil. 


Add: two cups sugar, 1 tsp. vanilla, 


one half tsp. salt, two cups flour, one 
tsp. baking soda, one-half tsp. cinna- 
mon and mix together. 


Add: four cups peeled and thinly 


sliced apples and three-fourths cup 
walnuts. Mix well. 


Pour: Into greased and floured 9x13 


pan. 


Bake at 350 degrees for 45 to 60 


minutes. 


Cream cheese frosting: mix two 


cups powdered sugar, one tsp. vanilla, 
one-eight oz. package cream cheese 
(beat until creamy) and mix in four 
tablespoons melted butter. 


"when ho feels like It" and adds, "the 
kids liko my cooking better than the 
wife's." 


And indeed, the menus at the sta- 


tion rival any housewife's creation. 
It's steak and eggs Sundays and for 
dinner it's pot roast, ribs, dumplings, 
sauerkraut, beef stroganoff, stew or 
pork chops. "On Thanksgiving wo al- 
ways havo a turkey — it's tradition- 
al," said Cook Joo Meyer. 


EXPENSES FOR all the meals 


come out of the firemen's pockets and 
each cook has e reputation for his 
menu extravagance. Gardner is tho 
most frugal — he's a $3-a-day cook — 
and that's not easy anymore, he says. 
"It's just like everything else — in- 
flation," ho says. Tho secret is to hunt 
for tho supermarket sales, he says. 


But unUko the cook at homo who 


can often plan a meal down to the 
mlnuto, tho firehouse cooks have 
to answer an average of four fire calls 
a day. 


Gardner runs out the door to an- 


swer a Code 4, a fire, without a sec- 


ond thought about his precious dump- 
lings. 


BUT LEST THE fire station burn 


down while the firemen are entering 
"the jaws of death," as one put it, a 
special code has been devised. A code 
10-85 signals the man at the station to 
hustle back to the kitchen and turn 
down the stove. 


"Usually the stuff can be wanned 


up but some you can't," says Gard- 
ner. Beef stroganoff is a particular 
problem. "When it's ready, it's ready. 


• If you have to wait 15 minutes you 
might as well throw it in the gar- 
bage." 


For nine months, every time the 


cooks made pot roast "we had a ma- 
jor fire and didn't get to eat It," said 
Gardner. The men usually eat around 
5 p.m. but "there have been meals 
put on the table at 9 or 10 at night. 
That's the only frustrating thing about 
it."

A representative of Illinois Gov. 


Daniel Walker's Consumer Advocate's 
Office will continue efforts td create 
"public awareness" about Elk Grove 
Village residents' building and fur- 
nace problems. 


Michael Smith said he was dis- 


appointed by the handful of people 
who came to a meeting last week at 
the Elk Grove Village Public Library 
to discuss problems they were having 
with faulty furnaces and building de- 
fects. 


"I will continue to meet with local 


residents to help them form home- 
owners' associations and press for 
correction of their problems," Smith 
said. 


SMITH PREDICTED that unless 


residents band together to correct 
problems caused by faulty construc- 
tion techniques and poor materials, 
some areas could become slums in 
the future. 


"The scandals we are reading now 


about problems with FHA-financed 
homes could be repeated in' the sub- 
urbs in the not too distant future." he 
said. Smith has met with residents of 
a number of communities, including 
Elk Grove Village, to discuss home- 
owner problems. 


While the Consumer Advocate's of- 


fice has no police-type enforcement 
powers or the authority to file law- 
suits, Smith said the discussions with 
homeowners could lead to the drafting 
of new legislation aimed at correcting 
problems in the future. 


SMITH ALSO has been advocating 


the formation of homeowners' groups 
to press local officials for action on 
complaints about housing problems. 


"The purchase of a home is prob- 


ably one of the biggest Investments a 
person will make in a lifetime and 
there should be protections to sec that 
no misrepresentations are made," 
Smith said.

Members of Schnumburg's devel- 


opment committee Monday night sent 
officials of Lexington Development 
Corp. and Kcnroy Inc. back to the 
drawing board to redesign a "hybrid" 
residential project planned on the 
Schaumburg Road property east of 
tho Civic Center owned by William 
Lambert. 


Trustee Herbert Aignor, committee 


chairman, said the village will not tol- 
erate a single-family project with den- 
sity more than 3.4 units to the aero, 
stressing that Individual lots cannot 
be smaller than 8,750 square feet. 


Tho Lexington plan called for 300 


single-family houses built on approxi- 
mately 42 acres using tho zero lot line 
concept where buildings arc placed at 
one vxigo of tho property. 


AUo Included in the proposal were 


250 two-story townhouso condominium 
units on IB acres. All of the houses 
would contain at least three bedrooms 
whllo townhouso units wcro limited 
to two bedrooms. 


NET DENSITY of the single-family 


area was calculated by developers at 
6.0 units per acre with a density of 
12.73 units per acre in the' con- 
dominium parcel. The specific lot 
sizes were not calculated, but devel- 
opers said the smallest lot offered 
would be about 42 by 82 feet. 


"We arc trying to take a parcel and 


create a development with single-fam- 
ily buildings using a density greater 
than normal but not as high as a 
strictly townhouso project," said Ron- 
ald Bcnach, president of Lexington 
Development Corp. 


Bcnach is now developing Lexington 


Green, a 43-acrc project near Mea- 
cham and Schaumburg roads where 
400 lownhouses are planned. The prop- 
erty was formerly owned by retired 
village president Robert 0. Atcher 
and Chicago financier Jack N. Pritz- 
ker. 


Ijimbert, in partnership with Fritz- 


kc>* and Bennett and Kahnweilcr real 
estate brokers, owni extensive prop- 


c r t i c s in the village, Including 
Schaumburg Centex industrial park 
and the Golf Road site where the $250 
million Woodfield 76 metrocenter is 
planned. 


LAMBERT DONATED the 40-acre 


Schaumburg road civic and cultural 
center land to the village in 1971 
though his adjacent property has not 
been developed. 


Benach said he plans to purchase 75 


of Lambert's 120 acres and indicated 
he may acquire the balance of the 
land if his project succeeds. 


Lambert was represented at Mon- 


day's meeting by Alan Inblnder of 
Kcnroy Inc. who with Benach tried 
without success to- convince the com- 
mittee to consider a departure from 
the original lot concept. 


Inblnder said he considers Benach's 


idea "an attempt to build marketable 
housing that will sell for under 
$50,000." Benach said the single-fami- 
ly units would sell for $43,000 to 
$45,000 with condominiums going for 
slightly less.

Americans blast off for linkup Thursday over Germany

The Russians blast off today at 7:20 


a.m. toward a handshake in space 
and a new era of international pio- 
neering beyond Earth. The .American' 
Apollo astronauts will follow at 2:50 
p.m. in an unprecedented dual space 
show. 


Launch teams at Cape Canaveral 


and on a Russian desert Monday 
readied rockets that will send the 
three astronauts and two cosmonauts 
Into the skies. 
- Earlier Monday, Apollo astronauts 
. Thomas P. Stafford, Vance D. Brand 
.and Donald K. "Deke" Slayton went 
flying in T38 Jet trainers for a second 
straight day to ease pre-launch ten- 
sions and keep' their flying skills 
sharp. And they had a final brush-up 
session. '. . 


AT BAIKONUR, the Soviet takeoff 


point halfway around the world where 


the sun bakes the desert of Central 
Asia^at more than 110 degrees, Soviet 
Soyuz spaceship commander Alexei A. 
Leonov and crewmate Valeri Kubasov 
studied their mission assignments in 
an alrconditioned hotel for space 
crews. 
- 


The cosmonauts appeared on Soviet 


national television Monday night and 
Leonov told, his countrymen, "You 
can be sure the crew will do every- 
thing to fulfill fully the program of the 
flight." 
,. ' 


The major goal of'the mission is to 


demonstrate'the capability of Apollo 
and Soyuz link up in orbit for future 
space,rescues. But it also will pave 
the way.for additional Russian-Ameri- 
can projects! in space when the U.S.. 
moves into its Space Shuttle program 
near the end of the decade. 


"THE HARDWARE is in excellent 


shape," said Chester M. Lee, U.S. 


program director. "The crew is 
trained and ready to go. The launch 
team is ready to go. Everything is 
ready to go." 


The astronauts and cosmonauts last 


talked when they signaled each other 
they were ready in a telephone call 
Sunday. 


"We are ready here," Stafford said 


in Russian. 


"So are we," answered Leonov in 


English. 


Just 24 hours before the takeoff of 


Leonov, 41, a miner's son, painter, 
Russian Air Force colonel and the 
world's first spacewalker, and the 
shy, 40-year-old civilian engineer 
Kubasov, Soviet officials reported, 
"Pre-launch operations are proceed- 
ing strictly on schedule."

Village Pros. James T. Ryan said 


Monday that the annexation of Arling- 
ton Park Race Track to the Arlington 
Heights Park District could be part of 
any agreement that the village makes 
on the proposed $29.7-million Chicago 
Bears' stadium. 


The Arlington Heights Park Board 


has directed its attorney to begin talks 
with the village to disconnect the race 


, track from the Salt Creek Park Dis- 
trict and annex it to the village park 
district. 


"The park board is hopeful that the 


village will make the annexation a 
condition of any agreement it makes 
with Madison Square Garden Corp." 
in allowing the development of the pro 
posed 80,000-seat football stadium and 
2,700 residential units, said Thomas 
Thornton, park district director. 


"I AM NOT'prepared to commit 


myself,on this, either way, but this' 


will be something that can be part of 
•'our discussions. This annexation could 
be part of any agreement the village 
comes to, Ibut that Is the ultimate 
question," Ryan said. 


Ryan said he would "urge the two 


park districts and the village to sit 
down and work this out." 


"I know the race track provides 


about one-third of the revenue for the 
Salt Creek Park District so this ques- 
tion is very critical to them. Any an- 
nexation would have to be done very 
carefully," he said. 


James DeVos, Salt Creek Park Dis- 


trict director said he will fight the an- 
nexation to retain the park district's 
main source of revenue.

DeVos said the race track provides 


$40,000 of the district's yearly. $135,000 
tax revenues. The park district could 
not afford Its programs or-facilities 
without the race track ^revenue", be 
said.,

THORNTON SAID the race track's 


estimated $20 million in assessed 
valuation would bring $73,000 in year- 
ly taxes to the park district with a tax 
rate of about 36% cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation., 


"The amount of tax revenues that 


the track would bring to the park dis- 
trict beyond that depends on whether 
the stadium would be financed with 
municipal bonds, in which case it 
would be taken off the tax rolls," 
Thornton said. 


Kathryn Graham, Arlington Heights 


park board vice president, said the in-. 
creased assessed valuation that the 
race track would bring Into the. dis- 
trict "is'secondary, and the fact that 
having the race track in our district 
would help make our boundaries co- 
terminous with the village is more im- 
portant," she said. 


"The main thing is that the race., 


track only pays real-estate taxes to • 


the village, and pays taxes to school 
and park districts that are outside of 
Arlington Heights," she said. 


"So all this value that the stadium 


and track will bring to the village 
doesn't really mean anything to the 
residents of Arlington Heights in 
terms of additional tax revenues," 
Mrs. Graham said. 


THE ANNEXATION of the race 


track, however, could mean the ero- 
sion of the Salt Creek Park District. I 


"Arlington Heights has no legal right 


to the race track. We would fight this 
annexation before we'd let the park ' 
district take it, and hope they are not 
making deals with the village on it,"

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Bond rep cool 
to stadium plan

A municipally-financed football sta- 


dium at Arlington Park Race Track 
would become another branch of Ar- 
lington Heights village government, 
Alex Cook, vice president of Smith, 
Barney & Co., Investment bankers, 
said Monday night. 


Cook told the Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Board that he had serious reser- 
vations about the village getting into 
the "stadium business." But he also 
restated his firm's willingness to be 
the broker in a revenue bond Issue to 
build the stadium. The bond Issue 
could amount to $30 million. 


"I agree with all the negative Impli- 


cations connected with this -(sports) 
Industry," Cook said. 


"I CANNOT HONESTLY glv« you 


any eloquent defense of It as a busi- 
ness or industry, and particularly as a 
function of local government." 


Earlier, he told the village board 


that It must decide If It wants a mun- 
clpal stadium before proceeding with 
any additional feasibility studies. 


If It decides to finance the stadium, 


Cook said, "the village cannot avoid 
Its responsibility whether It uses reve- 
nue or general obligation bonds. The

even for none-home rule communities. 


• Second, the potential for increas- 


ing the village's tax base as a result 
of tho entire development of the Ar- 
lington Park Race Track property ap- 
pears to depend in part on the stad- 
ium.

taxes such as admission and parking 
taxes would aid the village.' 


If tho village board decides to go

Village OKs paying 
of 1920s bonds 


The Palatine Village Board Monday 


agreed to pay $60,000 In an out-of- 
court settlement on special assess- 
ment bonds dating back to the 1920s. 


Tho old special assessment bonds, 


which were presented to the village 
two years ago, were estimated to be 
worth more than $100,000. The bonds 
were Issued In the 1920s for street Im- 
provements and other projects, but 
the Depression Interrupted the re- 
demption process. 


Carol Diver and Nathan Schwartz, 


holders of the special assessment 
bonds, had filed a complaint against 
the village In Circuit Court for pay- 
ment on the bonds plus interest and 
penalties. 


Tho negotiated settlement calls for 


the payment of $18,992 to Schwartz 
and $41,008 to Ms. Diver In exchange 
for tho bonds. 


VILLAGE Mgr. Anton H. Harwlg 


said the settlement would have no ef- 
fect on the village tax rate. He ex- 
plained tho village has budgeted funds 
to retire Its sewer bonds this year, re- 
leasing $143,000 to tho general fund 


that has been held as security on the 
bonds. This revenue will be used to 
fund the settlement. 


The village challenged an attempt 


in 1967 by Gerald Dean Kay to recov- 
er more than $50,000 on 1920 bonds. 
Tho court decision and subsequent ap- 
peal ruled that the village had to hon- 
or the bonds. The village had argued 
that too much time had elapsed since 
the bonds were issued. 


"Evury avenue of dissent imagi- 


nable has been explored," Village 
Atty. Bradley Glass told the board.

In 1970, the village Issued n $45,000 


bond to pay off the bonds in the Kay 
case. 


Tho Diver-Schwartz special assess- 


mcnt bonds were issued by the village 
primarily between 1926 and 1929. 
These bonds and others issued by the 
village were defaulted on during the 
depression. In some cases, property 
was forfeited to the state and taken 
off the village tax rolls. Loss of tax 
revenue made it impossible for the 


village to honor the bonds. 


When the bond payments were later 


made or land was purchased from the 
state, the new tax revenue was not 
used to pay the bondholders. Instead 
of paying to all the bondholders, the vil 
lage would pay off bondholders when 
they came to court. 


The village has no record of who 


holds the 1920s special assessment 
bonds. Glass had said he believes this 
settlement "covers the bulk of the 
outstanding bonds," 


After the first settlement in the Kay 


case, the village took steps to recall 
all outstanding bonds. Trustee Fred 
H. Zajonc said these steps may be 
sufficient to prevent future claims by 
holders of the old bonds. 


Glass said his office is also explor- 


ing ways to prevent collection of the 
old bonds.

Kalllmanl haltingly moved toward the stage. She could not make it 
up the stairs so Dlst. 214 board member John Costello knelt down 
and handed Diane her diploma. Her fellow grads rose to their feet 
and gave Diane a thunderous ovation. There were tears in the eyes 
of many of Diane's fellow students. They know Diane was ill. Very 
ill. They feared the worst. 


Last week, Diane Kallimanl died. 
Until last January, Diane appeared to be an enthusiastic and 


healthy girl who enjoyed life. She was active and Involved in many 
things. 


Diane played the flute In Prospect's band and also was excellent 


on the piano. She was a good, student, a member of the National 
Honor Society. She also served on the student council. 


A year ago Diane was selected as Prospect's American Field 


Service student and spent lost summer In Brazil. During her stay in 
South America she discovered a knack for the language and was 
planning that as a major at Indiana University this fall. 


A pretty girl, she was nominated last fall as Prospect's home- 


coming queen. She was a calendar girl. She served as a volunteer 
through her church at Christopher Settlement House in Chicago, 
working with children. She was listed in 'Who's Who in American 
High Schools.' She also worked part time at Randhurst shopping 
center. 


But six months ago, Diane suddenly became very ill. When she 


didn't snap back from stroke symptoms and her condition wor- 
sened, her friends and relatives began to worry.

Kindergarten enrollment in Elk 


Grove Township Dist. 59 will drop by 
about 45 per cent within the next five 
years according to census figures tak- 
en by the district. 


The district has been conducting a 


census of preschool children to help 
predict future enrollment trends. 


Arthur Perrry, assistant superin- 


tendent for administrative services, 
said censuses for 15 of the 18 eleme'nta 
ry schools show continued declining 
enrollment during the next five years. 
Hopkins School in Elk Grove Village, 
which has not turned in its statistics, 
is expected to report this week, he 
said.

PERRY SAID he estimates the dis- 


trict will have about 45 per cent fewer 
kindergarten students enrolled during 
thej'l979-80 school year than will be 
enrolled this fall. He said the district 
can expect a drop of about 8 per cent 
in kindergarten each year for the next 
five years according to the census fig- 
ures turned in so far. The district has 
946 students-enrolled for kindergarten 
this fall-as compared with 1,066 last 
fall. 


This enrollment trend will have an 


impact on the district by 1985, he said, 
when the upper grades, which cur- 
rentW have the highest enrollments, 
havograduated from the district. 


Ijjbsaid he could not give enroll- 


meii figures until the end of the 
month when all the schools have re- 
ported ind the statistics are compiled.

The Mount Prospect Fire Dept. 


wage committee Monday celritidzed 
the village board 'for failing to find 
needed revenues before negotiating 
salary increases. 


Although the wage commit!* • ac- 


cepted the 9 per cent salary lu • of- 
fered by the board, the committee 
members said they were "not happy 
with the manner in which the trustees 
handled the negotiations. We felt that 
additional revenues should have been 
obtained prior to attempting to dole 
out raises."- 


The board last month approved 8 


per cent salary hikes for policemen 
and informally authorized the same 


raise for all employes with the ex- 
ception of firemen, who were offered 
9 per cent. The rasies were approved 
on the assumption that the board 
would come up with $371,000 in new 
revenue to cover the raises. 


THE WAGE COMMITTEE said this 


approach "was a definite limiting fac- 
tor as any housewife handling a budg- 
et can attest to — trying to spend 
money you don't even have." The 
firemen had asked for 15 per cent'in- 
creases.

Increases in crimes related ,to teen- 


agers offset decreases in burglaries 
and thefts during Oie month of June in 
Mount Prospect. 


Police department statistics re- 


leased Monday showed increases in 
vandalism, curfew violations and dis- 
orderly conduct. Most of the curfew 
and disorderly conduct cases origi- 
nated from a police crackdown, or- 
dered in the wake of serious van- 
dalism problems. 


For the third straight month there 


was an Increase in the number of van- 
dalism cases reported to police, al- 
though June's increase, 15.6 per cent, 
was the largest of the three. There 
were ill acts of vandalism reported 
during June. 


THE NUMBER OF curfew arrests 


increased from 5 to 20 and the dis- 
orderly conduct Incidents increased 
from 15 to 28. Several of the arrests 
were made In connection with minor 
disturbances at the River Trails Park 
District's Woodland Trails Park, Eu- 
clid Avenue west of Wolf Road. 


The 18 burglaries reported'during 


June were seven less than a year ago 
and the 118 thefts were eight less than 
a year ago. Several crimes which 
would have been classified as'thefts a 
year ago ..now are classified as bur- 
glaries from autos, partially account- 
ing in the rise from 12 to 31' for the 
month. 


The over-all figures for June show, a 


14 per cent crime increase, compared 
with June 1974. The greater increase, 
25.6 per' cent, occurred in the 'lesser 
crime categories (as defined by the 
FBI), while the more serious crimes 
increased 3.7 per'cent. 


There were 428 total crimes report- 


ed during the month, with 195 in the 
more serious categories; These Includ- 
ed three robberies, two aggravated 


batteries, three aggravated assaults 
and eight auto thefts. 


IN THE LESSER crime categories, 


there was an Increase of eight, for a 
total of 13, in sex offenses and decep- 
tive practice cases increased b'y five 
for a total of 12. Changes in the other 
crime categories were slight. 


The total number of calls, other 


than crimes, answered by police in- 
creased by 35 per cent for a monthly 
total of 1,685. 


The number of accidents increased 


slightly to 185 with injuries in 28 of 
the accidents. The comparable figures 
for June 1974 show 182 accidents, 39 of 
which had injuries. The number of 
persons injured also declined with the 
43 injured being seven less than a 
year ago. 


The number of parking tickets sky- 


rocketed from 239 to 1,115. The num- 
ber of traffic tickets decreased from 
606 to 468.

The village's financial problems 


have been controversial since before 
the April village election which 
brought four new trustees to the vil- 
lage board.

The meeting will be at the village 
hall, 112 E. Northwest Hwy.

The American 
Apollo astronauts will follow 'at 2:50 
p.m. in an unprecedented dual space 
show. 


Launch teams at Cape Canaveral 


and on a Russian desert Monday 
readied rockets that will send the 
three astronauts and two cosmonauts 
into the skies. . 


Earlier Monday, Apollo astronauts 


. Thomas P. (Stafford, Vance D. Brand 


and Donald! K. "Deke" Slayton went 
flying in $38 jet trainers'for a second 
stralgtit-day to ease pre-launch ten- 
siphs ' and keep their flying skills 


i ., sharp. And they had a final brush-up 
' session. 


AT BAIKONUR, the Soviet takeoff 


point halfway around the world where 


the sun bakes the desert of Central 
Asia at more than 110 degrees, Soviet 
Soyuz spaceship commander Alexei A. 
Leonov and-crewmate Valeri Kubasov 
studied their mission assignments In 
an aircondltioned hotel for space 
crews. 
i 


The cosmonauts appeared on Soviet 


national television Monday night and 
Leonov told his countrymen, "You 
can be sure the crew will do every- 
thing to fulfill fully the program of the 
flight." 


The major goabof the mission is to 


demonstrate the capability of Apollo 
and Soyuz link up in orbit for future 
space rescues. But it also will pave 
Jhe way for additional Russian-Ameri- 
can projects in space when the U.S. 
moves into its Space Shuttle program 
near the end of the decade.' 


"THE HARDWARE is in excellent 


shape," said Chester M. Lee, U.S. 


program director. "The crew is 
trained and ready to go. The launch 
team is ready to go. Everything is 
ready to go." 


The astronauts and cosmonauts last 


talked when they signaled each other 
they were ready in a telephone call 
Sunday.' 


"We are ready here," Stafford said 


in Russian. 


"So are we," answered Leonov In 


English. 


Just 24 hours before the takeoff of 


Leonov, 41, a' miner's son, painter, 
Russian Air Force colonel and the 
world's first spacewalker, and the 
shy, 40-year-old civilian engineer , 
Kubasov, Soviet officials reported, 
"Pre-launch operations are proceed- 
ing strictly on schedule." 


THE COUNTDOWN also remained 


on schedule for the Cape Canaveral

Mercury astronauts who at 51 is the 
"old man" of the U.S. corps of 
spacemen.

Bond rep doubtful 
about stadium plan 


by KURT BAER 


A municipally-financed football sta- 


dium at Arlington Park Race Track 
would become another branch of Ar- 
lington Heights village government, 
Alex Cook, vice president of Smith, 
Barney & Co., investment bankers, 
said Monday night. 


Cook told the Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Board that he had serious reser- 
vations about the village getting Into 
(ho "stadium business." But he also 
restated his firm's willingness to be 
the broker In a revenue bond Issue to 
build tho stadium. The bond issuo 
could amount to $30 million. 


"I agree with all the negative Impli- 


cations connected with this (sports) 
industry," Cook said. 


"I CANNOT HONESTLY give you 


any eloquent defense of It as a busi- 
ness or Industry, and particularly as a 
function of local government." 


Earlier, he told the village board 


that it must decide H It wants a mun- 
clpal stadium before proceeding with 
any additional feasibility studies. 


If it decides to finance the stadium, 


Cook said, "the village cannot avoid 
its responsibility whether it uses reve- 
nue or general obligation bonds. Tho 
stadium business wniid be a branch 
ot (ho village government." A revenue 


bond Issue would "isolate" the finan- 
cial obligation to the stadium oper- 
ation only, he said. 


"Profit, in its normal sense, has 


very little to do with the problem and 
should not be a-major consideration," 
Cook said. "Whether the stadium 
serves a public purpose or the general 
welfare has to be considered more ap- 
propriate." 


A surplus to the village of $80,000 to 


$00,000 on a $30 million bond issue 
amounts to only 3 per cent "profit," 
said Cool:, telling the trustees that, if 
they are out to make money, they 
could find much better Investments. 


. "YOU MYGHT expect 10 per cent at 
a minimum just to keep up with in- 
flation," ho si-Id. 


But Cook reiterated his earlier 


statement that the stadium could be 
financed by a revenue bond sale in 
which Smith, Barney would purchase 
all the bonds for eventual resale to 
other investors. 


"My negative view of this as a mu- 


nicipal function serves basically to 
your benefit," he said, explaining that 
because Smith, Barney would buy the 
bonds, he would negotiate the most fa- 
vorable revenue contract for the vil- 
lage. 


The village board made no decision 


Monday night to accept the services 
of Smith, Barney. And Trustee Alice 
Harms said the board probably 
should make a decision whether it 
wants to be involved with the stadium 
on any basis, as Cook suggested. 


In response to a question by Trustee 


Madeline Schroeder, Village Atty. 
Jack M. Slegel listed three ways in 
which the stadium legally might serve 
the public Interest: 


• First, state statutes authorize the 


construction of municipal stadiums, 
even for none-home rule communities. 


• Second, the potential for increas- 


ing the village's tax base as a result 
of the entire development of the Ar- 
lington Park Race Track property ap- 
pears to depend in part on the stad- 
ium. 


• Third, 
other 
stadium-related 


taxes such as admission and parking 
taxes would aid the village. 


If the village board decides to go 


ahead with the stadium, It would cost 
$50,000 for a complete feasibility re- 
port started from scratch, Cook esti- 
mated. 


A representative of Touche-Ross & 


Co., the firm used by Madison Square 
Garden Corp. to prepare its prelimi- 
nary stadium feasibility report, said It 
would cost about $25,000 to put that 
report into final form. 


Track annex may be in stadium pact

Village Prcs. James T. Ryan said 


Monday that tho annexation of Arling- 
ton Park Race Track to tho Arlington 
Heights Park District could be part of 
any agreement that tho village makes 
on tho proposed $20.7-mlllion Chicago 
Bears' stadium. 


The Arlington Heights Park Board 


has directed its attorney to begin talks 
with tho village to disconnect the race 
track from tho Salt Creek Park Dis- 
trict and annex it to .ho village park 
district. 


"Tho park board is hopeful that the 


villager will make tho annexation a 
condition of any agreement it makes 
with Madison Square Garden Corp." 
in allowing the development of the pro 
posed 80,000-scot football stadium and 
2,100 residential units, said Thomas 
Thornton, park district director. 


"I AM NOT prepared to commit 


myself on this either-way, but this 
will be something that can be part of 
our discussions. This annexation could 
be port of any agreement the village 
comes to, but that Is the ultimate 
question," Ryan said. 


Ryan said he would "urge the two 


park districts and the village to sit 
down and work this out." 


"I know the race track provides 


. about one-third of the revenue for the 
Salt Creek Park District so this ques- 
tion is very critical to them. Any an- 
nexation would have to be done very 
carefully," he said. 


James DeVos, Salt Creek Park Dis- 


trict director said he will fight the an- 
nexation, to retain the park district's 
main source of revenue. 


DeVos said the race track provides 


$40,000 of the district's yearly $135,000 


• tax revenues. The park district could 


not afford its programs or facilities 
without the race track revenue, he 
said. 


THORNTON SAID the race track's 


estimated $20 million In assessed 
valuation would bring $73,000 in year- 
ly taxes to the park district with a tax 
rate of about 38V4 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. • 


"The amount of tax revenues that 


the track would bring to the park dis- 
trict beyond that depends on whether 
the stadium would be financed with 
municipal bonds, in which case it 
would be taken off .the tax rolls," 
Thornton said. 


Kathryn Graham, Arlington Heights 


park board vice president, said the in- 
creased assessed valuation that the 


race track would bring into the dis- 
trict "Is secondary, and the fact that 
having the race track in our district 
would help make our boundaries co- 
terminous with the village is more Im- 
portant," she said. 


"The main thing is that the race 


track only pays real estate taxes to 
the village, and pays taxes to school 
and park'districts that are outside of 
Arlington Heights," she said. 


"So all this value that the stadium 


and track will bring to the village 
doesn't really irean. anything to the 
residents of Arlington Heights in 
terms of additional tax revenues," 
Mrs. Graham said. 


THE ANNEXATION of the race 


track, however, could mean the ero- 
sion of the Salt Creek Park District. 


"Arlington Heights has no legal right 


to the race track; We would fight this 
annexation before we'd let the park 
district take it, and hope they are not 
making deals with the village on it," 
DeVos said. 


The race track was annexed Into 


the Salt Creek Park District in 1956 to 
avoid paying higher taxes to other 
nearby park districts and villages,

There was a touching monent at Prospect High School's graou- 


ation ceremony last month. 


As the class filed forward to receive diplomas, graduate Diane 


KalUmani haltingly moved toward the stage. She could not make it 
up the stairs so Dlst. 214 board member John Costello knelt down 
and1 handed Diane her diploma. Her fellow grads rose to their feet 
and gave Diane a thunderous ovation. There were tears in the eyes 
of many of Diane's fellow students. They knew Diane was ill. Very 
ill. They feared the worst. 


Last week, Diane Kallimani died. 
Until last January, Diane appeared to be 'an enthusiastic and 


healthy girl who enjoyed life. She was active and involved in many 
things. 


Diane played the flute in Prospect's band and also was excellent 


on the piano. She was a good student, a member of the National 
Honor Society. She also served on the student council. 
. A year ago Diane was selected as Prospect's American Field 
Service student and spent last summer in Brazil. During her stay in 
South America-she discovered a knack for the language and was 
planning that as a major at Indiana University this fall. 


A pretty girl, she was nominated last fail as Prospect's home- 


coming queen. She was a calendar girl. She served as a volunteer 
through her church at Christopher Settlement House in Chicago, 
working with children. She was listed in 'Who's Who in American 
High Schools.' She also worked part time at Randhurst shopping 
center. 


But six months ago, Diane suddenly became very ill. When she 


didn't snap^back from stroke symptoms and her condition wor- 
sened, her friends and relatives began to worry. 


Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Chris Kallimani, had learned, but told 


no one, that Diane had a critically located inoperable brain tumor. 
Even Diane's sister and brothers didn't learn the true nature and 
seriousness of the illness until early last week. The parents felt they 
could keep the family situation as near normal as possible by har- 
boring the tragedy within themselves. 


The Kallimani family of 132 S. Kenilworth Ave. Is well known in

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Schools defer 
proposed 
dental course 


A proposed training program for 


' dental assistants has been deferred by 
the High School Dist. 214 Board of 
Education until the program is re- 
viewed by state officials and the local 
dental association. 


Should the plan be approved, the 


district would contract for the ser- 
vices of Dr. Neil Shulkin who would 
train high school seniors at his dental 
laboratory in Elk Grove Village. 


The district would pay $700 per stu- 


dent for a maximum of 12 students 
from the district's eight high schools 
and would be reimbursed by the state 
at $160 per student. 


Students would receive two high 


school credits for the nine-month 
training program. Dr. Shulkin pat- 
terned the training program after 
dental assistant programs in area 
community colleges and brought his 
proposal to the board Monday night. 


THE STUDENTS would be trained 


by the six dental assistants employed 
by Dr. Shulkin. Students would learn 
various dental procedures, including 
learning to prepare filling material, 
take X-rays and make appointments 
for patients. The dental lab would 
supply the instruction, equipment and 
supplies. 


District officials hope to coordinate 


the program with Harper College's 
dental hygienist training program. 


Board member Jack Costello ques- 


tioned if other dental labs in the area 
would participate in the program and 
hire students who have completed the 
course. He also advised the adminis- 
tration to check with the local dental 
association and seek their sugges- 
tions. 


The administration also will present 


the proposed program to the Illinois 
Division of Vocational and Technical 
Education for approval. The board is 
expected to act on the program at its 
next meeting July 28.

"The race track was part of our 


park district before it was even'an- 
nexed to the Village of Arlington 
Heights," he said. 


"I don't know1 what the legal,com- 


plications-are of this, but I know this 
is disturbing the employes of our dis- 
trict who are worrying' they will lose 
their jobs'; Residents are calling us, 
wondering if they will have a park 
district when this is all over," DeVos 
said.
